At Assembly Program

Walker. Weakley County Agent, 
and Miss Dorothy Hall. Assistant 
Home Agent, were the guest 
speakers 

The purpose of the program was 
to present an understanding of 
extension work to the students, 
and to try to intere.<?t more of 
them in making extension wora 
their future. 

Miss Hall spoke about Home 
Demonstration Agents. The agent 
is a teacher in the community and 
home. Her work is to help people 
see their problems and to help 
them figure out a solution. She 
must adjust easily to different 
situations, as people of all coun¬ 
ties are different and may have to 
be handled differently. If the agent 
has lived on a farm, that is in her 
favor, as she will better under¬ 
stand the people and situations 
she comes in contact with. The 
Home Demonstration agent re¬ 
ceives information and help from 
the State Extension Service at 
Knoxville, the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, the Hureau of Home 
Economics, and a number of oth¬ 
ers. 

In closing. Miss Hall said, "Ijo 
not go before your people witli 
an elaborate program; your value 
is not in what you can do but 
what you can get others to do ” 

Mr. Walker, Weakjcy County 
Agent, seemed to think Mias Hall 
overlooked a minor detail. Having 
five workers marry in somewhat 
rapid aucoe.ssion has left him w'ith 
the opinion that extension work 
is also a very good marriag*- bu¬ 
reau.
